A joint meeting between 
the trustees of St. Albert 
School District No. 3 and 
District No. 6 was held on 
Monday, November 18 in the 
library of St. Albert High 
School. District No. 3 hosted 
the meeting and Mr. Steve 
Sieben was in the chair. 

Mr. Bill Webber opened 
the discussion on the subject 
of the educational mill rate. 
He said that he personally 
did not worry that the two 
systems may have different 
mill rates as both attempt to 
run their systems as effi- 
ciently as they can and 
differing mill rates are 
sometimes inevitable. 

Mr. Ernie Howrish agreed 
that the two systems do not 
necessarily have to have the 
same mill rate although he 
felt that both districts should 
be in communication with 
each other as far as planning 
mill rates are concerned. 

The chairman, Mr. Sieben, 
moved on to the second 
agenda item, the school year. 
Mr. Ted Baldwin, secretary 
treasurer of District 3, said 
that in the previous year the 
two districts have different 
dates for their school years 
and he thought there was 
merit in both districts using 
the same dates, perhaps in 
conjunction with schools in 
the city. Mrs. Shirley McCa- 
ffery mentioned that some 
parents in both districts 
thought that one district is 
getting more school time 
than the other even though 
this information is incorrect. 

Dr. Bill Zielinski, superin- 
tendent District 3, commen- 
ted that the only students 
who might be inconvenien- 
ced as a result of the districts 
standardizing their school 
years were those attending 
school in Edmonton. 

Mr. Elmer Gish, superin- 
tendent District 6, explained 
that last year the board 
decided to establish the 
opening day as the Tuesday 
following Labour Day week-

of the funds at their meeting 
on November 25. A memor- 
andum from Mr. Byron, 


administrator, noted that to 
accomplish this end, exam- 
ination of the present system 
to assess its effectiveness, is 
needed. 

Mr. Byron pointed out in 
the memorandum that the 
studies required fall into two 
parts. The first study is an 
evaluation of the present

year to complete with detail- 
ed proposals. 

“The matter of the transit 
system cannot wait,’’ Mr. 
Bakker said, ‘‘because the 
experiment which was auth- 
orized will terminate in 
February but before that the 
Town would have to indicate 
whether they want this extra 
service.’’ Mr. Bakker stated 
that the experiment will 
commence in December and 
the Town will have to 
indicate their intentions 
sometime in January in order 
to get the runs allocated by 
the Edmonton Transit Sys- 
tem. He also added that the 
matter of the vehicles re- 
quired cannot wait a year for 
decision because the current 
contract with the City of 
Edmonton expires on Sept. 
1, 1975, .and the City is 
somewhat reluctant to allo- 
cate vehicles to St. Albert at 
the expense of its d6wn 
service. Mr. Bakker summ- 
arized by stating that the 
matter should be dealt with 
in short order so that an 
assessment can be made 
early in the year with respect 
to budget and the require- 
ments of the Town. 
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transportation studies 


Mr. Bakker was asked to 
outline the second study and 
he stated that what was 
involved in this matter was 
whether the Town should 
pursue the matter of esta- 
blishing its own system, 
continuing with the present 
system or proceeding with 
both. He pointed out that this 
would be a matter of 
assessing the problems ex- 
perienced with the contract 
with the City. He noted that 
the Town of St. Albert is in 
the unique position of being 
the only town with a transit 
system in Canada without 
any employees. He stated 
that the situation may even

more important topic than 
the school year. Transporta- 
tion is the key to school day 
hours and after some discus- 
sion Mr. Munro suggested 
that the two district secretary 
treasurers get together to 
explore the transportation 
problems of both districts 
and consider the feasibility of 
a joint bus system.

In regards to the school 
busing situation, Mr. Bakker 
drew attention to the fact 
that requirements stated that 
school children were provid- 
ed with seating on the yellow 
buses while the other public 
buses found that people were 
packed in beyond the seating 
capacity of the vehicle. He 
also stated that subsidies are 
given to the school buses and 
the regular buses do not 
receive subsidation. 

Coun. Wetsch asked what 
the onus of Council was in 
regard to the $130,000 being 
contributed toward public 
transportation by the provin-

On the subject of vandal- 
ism, Mr. Webber explained 
the serious problem that it 
causes District 6. He men- 
tioned that charges have 
been laid against juvehiles 
who vandalized the district 
maintenance shop and he 
described attempts the dis- 
trict has made to combat 
vandalism by sending letters 
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of citizen involvement. Through upcoming 
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cial government. Mayor PI- 
aif’ stated that he had 
recently received the first of 
six cheques from the Depart- 
ment of Highways and the 
money could be retained 
until the end of six years at 
which time the total could be 
spent. The money can also be 
spent year by year but the 
Mayor pointed out that it is 
designated for transportation 
capital. Mr. Bakker pointed 
out that the money is not for 
use in operating subsidies or 
studies. 

Coun. Lukay inquired as to 
the patronage trends and 
noted that it would be useful 
to always be aware of the 


trends in this respect. Mr. 
Byron stated that the infor- 
mation was being requested 
from the City of Edmonton. 
Mr. Byron pointed out that 
the busing system was being 
carried out on an experimen- 
tal basis. Revenue is not 
broken down on a fare 
category basis, rather it is 
reported as a total. He also 
noted that since the pass 
system has been instituted it 
is difficult to establish 
figures on fares. Mr. Bakker 
mentioned that there has 
been a drop in revenue since 
the institution of transfer- 


ability. He stated that 
revenue is based on a daily 
basis with the per-day

to parents asking their 
co-operation in reporting any 
incidents of vandalism they 
might see taking place. In 
reply to a question from Mr. 
Freeman concerning surveil- 
lance, Mr. Webber replied 
that security men have been 
hired by District 6. 

Mrs. Walsh said she would 
like to see District 3 send out 
letters similar to those issued 
by District No. 6. 

Dr. Cuts proposed a more 
strenuous attack on vandal- 
ism. He said that the 
problem is presently being 
tackled piecemeal and he 
would like to see the districts 
work together on a planned 
attack on vandalism. He put 
forward the idea of app- 
roaching local magistrates 
and judges to request stron- 
ger deterents and a little 
later he suggested a curfew 
be imposed. 

Mrs. Walsh thought that 
surveillance could be either 
voluntary or commercial. 

Mr. Freeman favoured 
commercial surveillance on 
the grounds that volunteer 
programs could cause pro- 
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blems. He said that the cost 
of commercial surveillance 
would be money well spent. 

Mrs. McCaffery wondered 
whether prevention was bet- 
ter than cure. As most 
offenders were around the 
age of 10 she thought it a 
good idea to try and find out 
why they commit their acts of 
vandalism. 

Mr. Baldwin reported that 
District 3 had experienced a 
great deal of window dam- 
age. In one area, where there 
had been repeated damage, 
the district had covered the 
windows and installed mer- 
cury lighting so the area is 
now brightly lit. However, he 
was not optimistic that 
surveillance or publicity 
campaigns would cure social 
ills. 

Mr. Munro said that 
whatever is done should be a 
joint effort by both districts. 

The subject of joint pro- 
grams was next on the 
agenda and Mr. Gish said he 
would like to look into the 
feasibility of joint programs 
at the high school level. The 
rationale for this being that 
one system may not have 
sufficient students to operate 
a certain program but be- 
tween the two districts there 
might be enough students to 
do so. At present there is a 
serious need for remedial 
programs in junior high 
schools and the children 
affected are being sent to 
Edmonton. Mr. Gish ex- 
plained that there were many 
programs that trustees felt 
could be offered in St. Albert 
if there were sufficient 
numbers of interested stu- 
dents. 

Mr. Munro commented 
that joint efforts could 
produce two benefits; pro- 
grams and convenience to 
students. 

Mrs. Walsh asked if it 
would be possible for some- 
one to investigate the possi- 
bilities and Mr. Munro 
suggested that Mrs. Walsh 
and he should form a 
committee to explore the 
possibilities of joint pro- 
grams. 

In connection with land 
dedication, both districts 
have obtained school sites in 
the last year for the sum of 
one dollar a school site. Both 
boards, however, voiced 
concern over the BACM 
development. District No. 6 
has not had any meetings 
with BACM representatives 
for over a year. Mrs. Walsh 
expressed the desire to see 
school sites located adjacent 
to parkland and would like to 
see the boards pursue this 
policy.

revenue in April being $555 
per day, by November the 
figure had gone up to $797 
based on a five day week. 
Mr. Bakker stated that 
evidence showed that more 
people were being brought 
from Edmonton than were 
going to Edmonton by the 
bus service. The patronage 
trend at this time shows 11 
trips per capita per year, Mr. 
Bakker stated. 

Mr. Bakker stated that in 
view of the subsidies given to 
the school buses, it may not 
be desirable to seek an 
integration of the two sys- 
tems though he stated that it 
may be of use to gain 
information in regard to this. 
Coun. Lukay pointed out that 
vehicles are needed and this 
definitely was a problem. 
Mr. Bakker stated that 
Edmonton had been provid- 
ing equipment for the Town 
and this has been a problem, 
with the Town being blamed 
for areas in the City which 
are not provided with ade- 
quate service. He stated that 
it would be desirable if the 
Town had control over ve- 
hicles, such as vehicles when 
they own, and the pressure 
would be off in this respect. 
‘*We could have 10 buses 
painted green,’’ Mr. Bakker 
said, ‘‘for St. Albert, parked 
in Edmonton garages, main- 
tained by them under con- 
tract, and driven by them 
under contract etcetera... 
this is all possible and you 
can keep the same integra- 
tion schedule. They cannot 
be diverted away from St. 
Albert and one can expect 
those vehicles. The problem 
is that we cannot get the 
additional two vehicles that 
Mr. Bakker 
stated that a vehicle of this 
type would cost in excess of 
$60,000. 

Mayor Plain stated that he 
had some ‘‘economic skepti- 
cism’’ regarding the need for 
the supply of extra buses if 
the demand does not indicate 
the need. He inquired if 
some economic consequen- 
ces could be determined 
within the preliminary inves- 
tigation. He also inquired if 
cost effectiveness analysis 
could be provided in the 
second study. Mr. Bakker 
stated that he had no doubt 
that the information could be 
provided in the coming year 
and said that he would 
guestimate the figure to be in 
the neighbourhood of 2 to 
2’ mills. 

Coun. Breadner asked Mr. 
Bakker if the need of the 
transit system was for 12 
buses to serve the Town, and 
Mr. Bakker answered that 10 
buses would be sufficient. In 
conclusion Mr. Bakker stated 
that an answer should be 
forthcoming fairly soon, 
keeping in mind the infor- 
mation which must be con- 
solidated and the other 
mentioned constraints. 

Coun. Breadner moved 
that the first study plus the 
economic feasibility be app- 
roved by Council at their next 
meeting. The motion passed 
6 to 0 (Coun, Fyfe was not at 
the meeting). Coun, Lukay 
moved that the course of 
action proposed by the 
second study be referred 
until the next Council meet- 
ing, when the minutes of the 
last Transportation Steering 
Committee meeting would be 
received by Council. The in- 
formation from that meeting 
is germain to the matter. The 
motion carried 5 to 1.

REFLECTS 


Trustee Shirley McCaffery opened up a subject requirin 
considerable thought with her recommendation to th 
November 13 meeting, that the Protestant School Board 
establish a public relations committee. 


Not only in St. Albert, but in centres all over Canada the 
problem of getting parents and ratepayers more involved with 
education matters is proving difficult. Part of it has most 
certainly been an outgrowth of larger school districts and 
large schools. Not only adults, but students as well have had 


trouble in relating as individuals to these large systems and 
big schools. 


Home and School or PTA associations have not proven 
effective. Parent-teacher interviews, while helpful, do not, 
perhaps cannot provide sufficient time for thorough 
discussion of all matters which concern parents and teachers. 


The complexities of today’s education finance are not easily 
explained to the average taxpayer, who we believe feels 
intimidated when it comes to questioning how education 
dollars are spent. 


And parents, facing the ‘‘professionalism”’ of teachers, which 
is constantly being emphasized by the ATA also feel 
intimidated. Many clearly feel they may not be qualified even 
to run for a trustee position if they have no degrees. 


While many parents take considerable interest in the 
education of their children and are most anxious to have input 
into it, they are faced with a very large provincial department, 
a board of trustees and staff of teachers which also gets quite 
large for families with several students. All of these people 
are supposedly more knowledgeable in matters of education 


‘than the average parent, who may feel frustrated in seeking a 


proper avenue for-his interested involvement. 


Attending Board meetings might assist. It could also involve 
many meetings and many hours when those matters 
particularly concerning the parent might not arise. 


If the year’s curriculum for each grade, together with an 
overview of what objectives the curriculum is attempting to 
accomplish, could be set out, with timetables at the beginning 
of each term, perhaps parents could better reinforce those 
objectives at home. 


If all school beard meetings were open - with only rare in 
camera sessions, that might help. The public should be better 
informed on salary negotiations and board discussions on 
these negotiations should be open to the public. Budgets also 
could, we believe be more clearly explained at open meetings, 
advertised to the public, before they are adopted. 


It is only fair to say also that there may be more parents who 
are content to use schools and kindergartens as a babysitting 
service, than are prepared to admit it. 


In any case the school boards are ready to co-operate in 
improving communications with their public and vould 
undoubtedly welcome letters and calls from residents v ith 
ideas or suggestions.

Growth and expansion are 
factors which have become 
very important in society and 
the pressures of the situation 
are being felt in the 
university community as well 
as everywhere else. The 
number of persons seeking a 
university education and the 
natural rate of population 
increase has resulted in a 
sharp increase in university 
enrolment in 1973-74. In 
1972, the Senate of the 
University of Alberta estab- 
lished a Task Force to 
examine the problems relat- 
ing to university entrance 
requirements. A problem 
examined by the Task Force 
and which is currently being 
examined by the Senate is 
the limitation on enrolment 
in certain faculties and 
schools at the University of 
Alberta. 

The establishment of quo- 
tas can be stated to have 
resulted from the significant 
increase in the number of 
persons seeking a university 
education. The report indi- 
cates that the faculties and 
programs at the university 
have expanded to meet this 
increase, but there are still 
qualified persons who are 
unable to be accommodated 
in the program of their 
choice. 

Regulation 13.1.3. in the 
1974-75 Calendar states - 
‘*Enrolment in any faculty or 
school must necessarily be 
limited to the number of 
students that can be accom- 
modated. When the number 
of applicants exceeds the 
number of places available, 
students are normally ac- 
cepted from among the 
whole list of applicants. 
Priority may be given to 
Alberta residents.”’ 

The application of this 
policy means that some who 
meet the admission require- 
ments are not admitted to the 
program of their choice. The 
Task Force stated that the 
number of applicants for 
quota programs (Dental Hy- 
giene, Dentistry, Engineer- 
ing, Fine Arts, Law, Library 
Science, Medical Laboratory, 
Science, Medicine, Nursing, 
Pharmacy, Physical Educa- 
tion, and Rehabilitation, 
Medicine Programs) is 
growing each year and the 
number of applicants who 
are unable to gain admission 
is becoming larger. The 
report also states that it is 
anticipated that there will be 
a maximum enrolment de- 
termined for the University 
of Alberta and at that time 
there will be a quota for the 
entire university. Prospec- 
tive students will then be 
faced with quotas in pro- 
grams which were previously 
open to all qualified persons. 
More questions are being 
asked about the criteria used 
in the selection of students 
for quota faculties and 
schools. The implications of 
quotas on the future charac- 
ter and nature of the 
university, has caused ex- 
pressions of concern about 
the right to choose one’s own 
path in higher education. 

The factors involved in the 
establishment of quotas are 
summarized in the Task 
Force report with six points 
identified as having bearing 
on this matter. ‘‘Limitation 
of resources is given by 
University personnel as the 
prime reason for limitations 
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on enrolment in quota 
faculties and schools. The 
level of resources at the 
University of Alberta is 
largely determined by the 
Provincial Government. All- 
ocation of resources to 
faculties and schools at the 
university level is done by 
the University Board of 
Governors who are guided by 
Academic Plan Number 9 
which calls for a maximum 
enrolment of 24,000 students 
has never been officially 
recognized by the Provincial 
Government. The market 
demand for graduates affects 
imposition of quotas only to a 
limited degree. There is no 
evidence that non-university 
groups, outside of the 
Provincial Government, in- 
fluence the establishment of 
quotas.”’ 

The public let it be known 
to the Task Force that 
support would be given for 
increased consultation with 
outside agencies and parties. 
Suspicion was also voiced 


that the teaching load of 
faculty members could he 
expanded through the : 

“410. time devoted to 
administrative tasks. Doubt 
was expressed that existing 
capital facilities are being 
utilized to maximum capacity 
particularly in the spring, 
summer and evening periods 
Doubt was also expressed 
that academic standing ade- 
quately measures the capa- 
bility of students to be 
successful practioners. Opp- 
osition was voiced to the 
establishment of quotas in 
post secondary education 
from a provincial point of 
view and to the consideration 
of age and sex among quota 
faculty applicants in any 
circumstances. 

In the light of the current 
public interest in the enrol- 
ment limitations at the 
University and the Senate’s 
efforts to gain insight into 
the situation the problems of 
enrolment are being assess- 
ed by all concerned. 


At the recent Senate 
hearings on the matter a 
motion was made that the 
present limitations on enrol- 
ment together with the 
application of these limita- 
tions be re-examined by the 
individual faculties and 
schools concerned by Gener- 
al Faculties Council, the 
University Administration 
and the Department of 
Advanced Education . . and . 
. The practices and policies 
pertaining to quotas which 
are adopted be clearly stated 
and widely publicized. 

These motions plus the 
Task Force Report itself 
should be useful in removing 
some of the mystery surr- 
ounding the establishment of 
quotas at the University 
although it is doubtful that 
an easing regarding enrol- 
ment will take place. The 
problem of increased de- 
mand on the facilities of the 
University can only acceler- 
ate as the number seeking 
university education grows.

Official report of the 
“Bon Accord Disaster.” 


The report of a ‘Disaster at 
the Bon Accord Arena’ in last 
weeks Gazette (Nov. 13), was 
not the official explanation, 
and thus was factually 
incorrect in many details. 
The official explanation of 
this so-called ‘Disaster’ is as 
follows. 

This simulation or mock 
accident was staged specific- 
ally to demonstrate to a 
group of invited guests from 
Edmonton, Morinville and 
Bon Accord, certain facets’ of 
the Bon Accord Emergency 
Service which differ greatly 
from any other existing 
ambulance service. 

The points demonstrated 
were:- 

(a) On the receipt of an 
emergency call by any 
member of the service, every 
effort is made to ascertain 
exact information on the 
accident. In this case the 
caller was not explicit in his 
call, therefore as is our 
practice, at least one mem- 
ber and most times two 
members are sent to investi- 
gate the call. The ambulance 
is never called out straight 
away in such a case as this 
(as was reported in last 
week’s article), it is always a 
secondary arrival or back up 
to the emergency personnel 
after it has been requested 
by them. 

(b) Radio communications 
- A demonstration in the use 
of a specially designed radio 
communication system for 
such an emergency service 
as ours was very successful. 
The radio system was loaned 
to us for the demonstration 
by Motorola Communica- 
tions of Canada, to whom we 
are very grateful for their 
interest and help. 

(c) Due to the extent of the 
simulated injuries on initial 
examination by the first two 
members to arrive, and the 
fact that one man was 
apparently trapped in the 
roof of the arena, additional 


emergency personnel, the 
ambulance and rescue squad 
were radioed for. Thus 
illustrating our flexibility 
under differing circumstan- 
ces. 

(d) Half way through the 
demonstration, we attempt- 
ed to demonstrate what 
happens when there is a 
second accident 10 miles 
away. An emergency call was 
sent into the Bon Accord 
emergency number 298-3777 
by someone reporting an 
automobile accident. The girl 
manning the emergency 
phone then radioed to the 
leader of the group at the 
arena, informing her of the 
accident. There were four 
emergency service members 
at the arena, so two were 
sent to check on the second 
accident. The purpose of this 
demonstration was to illus- 
trate what a service such as 
ours could have done two 
weeks earlier when due to a 
‘real’ highway accident a 
casualty was unattended by 
qualified help because the 
local ambulances of a numb- 
er of municipalities were all 
out on other calls. This 
person lay in a ditch for close 
to three hours before an 
ambulance from Edmonton 
arrived. 

(e) This simulation was 
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the first since we acquired 
our new rescue squad. 
Therefore part of the exer- 
cise was to see how both 
sections of the service 
worked together on a comm- 
on problem. 

The judges were there to 
demonstrate how the judging 
of a simulation was done, 
this was particularly for the 
benefit of interested peonle 
from Morinville. 

Th newspaper repor: that 
appeared in last weeks 
Gazette unfortunately fright- 
ened a few people in Bon 
Accord, this however was a 
little exagerated by the 
reporter who with all good 
intentions and interest was 
there to publicize our emer- 
gency service. However to 
Jim Mclntyre, the reporter, 
we give you 10/10 for 
imagination.

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Time has come to give Albertans a choice 


The public has been 
consulted through referen- 
dums on all kinds of issues, 
parks, fluoridation of the 
drinking water, sports facil- 
ities and so on. 

Now the time has come to 
consult the public as to 
whether or not it wants a 
certain indusfty in its area, 
said Liberal Leader Nick 
Taylor in a recent press 
conference. 

If a petrochemical complex 
for instance, wants to locate 
near Drayton Valley the 
people in that region should 
be given an opportunity 
through a referendum to 
indicate whether or not they 
deem the plant to be 
desirable. 

Such consultative process 
would inevitably lead to 
healthy debate between the 
pros and the antis, Mr. 
Taylor suggests. He is a 
strong advocate of an econo- 
mic base for Alberta which 
would shy away from heavy 


industries of the traditional 
type - the smoke belching 
plants of Birmingham, the 
Ruhr, Pittsburgh or Tokyo. 

Albert still has a choice. 
These other places had their 
choice a long time ago. Mr. 
Taylor believes the Alberta 
public would go for the more 
refined industries, the post- 
industrial society as he puts 
it. 

And industry will have to 
go out to a prospective 
location and try to convince 
residents there that it will 
bring benefits to people and 
district. 

Industry may, in fact, have 
to buy its way into commun- 
ities by providing kindergar- 
tens for the children of 
employees and others in the 
communities, it may be 
called on to build theatres or 
swimming pools, parks and 
other recreational facilities. 

This probably sounds rad- 
ical in Alberta but it isn’t 
really, says Mr. Taylor. This 
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approach has been the 
accepted practice in Japan 
and West Germany for years, 

It boils down to industry 
having to provide many of 
the amenities which will 
attract personnel to its 
plants. Until now industry 
has free-loaded on the 
amenities provided by gov- 
ernments and paid for from 
general revenue - tax dollars 
- the Liberal leader says. 

In other words, industrial 
growth regardless of its 
nature, will have to sell itself 


to communities. And the 
proponents of these under- 
takings will have to answer 
some tough questions. 

Will the community have 
to put up with pollution? If 
so, with what type? What 
will be done to keep it to a 
minimum? Will good farm 
land be taken away by the 
enterprise? 

Increasingly, communities 
and entire regions will no 
longer be satisfied to have 
their elected representatives 
ask these questions, conduct 


negotiations with industry 
and finally make the decision 
on their behalf. The people 
want to be involved themsel- 
ves, says Mr. Taylor. This is 
the feeling he gets when 
travelling through Alberta. 
Things would work this 
way, says Mr. Taylor. The 
provincial government would 
make the initial decision 
based on criteria such as 
available labor supply, the 
availability of raw materials 
and the degree of pollution.

Sometimes taxpayers have 
the last word 


As a taxpayer in Canada 


you have the right to 
question an income tax 
assessment. 


To safeguard that right, 
various mechanisms have 
been developed to ensure 
impartial treatment for the 
taxpayer. 

For example you may have 
expected a big refund from 
an income tax return you 
filed last February. But 
instead you found you owed 
the Government $200. So, 
you blast the taxman. 

However, instead of doing 
that, if you receive a notice of 
assessment you don’t under- 
stand or with which you 
disagree, you should contact 
the local District Taxation 
Office for an explanation, 
filing a ‘‘notice of object- 
ion.”’ 

This should be done within 


90 days of receiving the 
assessment notice. 

These notices of objection 
can be had from all 28 
District Taxation Offices 
across Canada and must be 
sent to the Deputy Minister 
of Revenue Canada, Taxa- 
tion. Your case is then 
reviewed by an appeals 
officer in your district office. 
At this stage you will be 
invited to see the officer to 
review the assessment. 

The Chief of Appeals at 
the district office may re- 
commend the objection be 
allowed in full or in part with 
the agreement of the taxpay- 
ef; 

If the notice of objection is 
unresolved the case is 
usually referred to the 
regional director of appeals 
for consideration. Regional 
directors of appeal have

If you are still not satisfied 
after the objection has been 
considered by the regional 
appeals board you have 
further recourse to the Tax 
Review Board or the Federal 
Court (without charge). 

And if after all this you 
have still not made your 
point clear and you think you 
are right, and if the amount 
involved is more than 
$10,000 a decision of the 
Federal Court Appeal Divis- 
ion may be appealed to the 
Supreme Court of Canada. 


and ecological viability has 
been established by the 
senior government it will 
have to submit itself to public 
scrutiny in the area in which 
it wants to locate. The size of 
the referendum would be 
determined by the size of the 
area affected by the indus- 
trial enterprise. 

Oregon has adopted this 
process of consulting the 
public and it is working very 
well, Mr. Taylor says. It 
would undoubtedly work 
equally well in Alberta.

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Ambulance service discussed at committee meeting 


Mayor Richard Plain stat- 
ed that he was somewhat 
disturbed by the response 
from the Hospital Board in 
regards to a proposed ambu- 
lance service when this 
matter was under discussion 
at the Committee of the 
Whole meeting on November 
25th. 

In a letter dated November 
15, 1974, Mr. Clifford Keyes, 
administrator of the Sturg- 


eon General Hospital, stated | 
on behalf of the Board that | 


the feeling of the Board was 
that ambulance service is 
very much needed. ‘‘How- 
ever,’ the letter states, ‘‘I 
have been asked to answer 
your letter by stating that our 
Board considers the provis- 
ion of ambulance service to 
be a matter for consideration 
by each of the four munici- 
palities making up the 
Hospital District 100 since it 
is their view that this is a 
public service much like fire 


and police protection. In 
short, they feel that it is the 
responsibility of the Town of 
St. Albert to take whatever 
steps are deemed necessary 
to provide the people of our 
community with this much 
needed service.’’ 

The Mayor stated that he 
found a few points in the 
letter which disturbed him. 
‘One of them is the fact that 
the Hospital Board has 
seemingly decided, upon the 
basis or recommendation of 
the Hospital Commission, 
that this (ambulance service) 
is not deemed to be cost 
shared and that therefore 
they have no responsibility in 
maintenance lines.’’ Mr. 
Plain quoted from a report 
regarding ambulance service 
from the Alberta Medical 
Association that one of the

provide trained paramedical 
people and proper equipped 
ambulances immediately on 
the scene of accidents. ‘‘It 
does not seem to cross the 
mind of our Hospital Board,”’ 
the Mayor stated, ‘‘that one 
excellent thing that it could 
do if it is on the bit is to set 
out ways under the heading 
of a benefit cost analysis that 
could reduce its cost by 
investing in this service. It is 
indeed a hospital service and 
indeed I think that to sit back 
and say that because the 
Federal cost sharing agree- 
ment between the Province 


of Alberta and the federal

Safer driving begins with being 


A driver must learn to Cope 
with countless emergencies 
on the road and train to react 
and take immediate action. 

The training process be- 
gins with the realization that 
there is always the unexpec- 
ted and there is always a 
defence which can be bro- 
ught to bear if one is cool 
enough to react to the 
emergency. 

Driving along the road, 
you discover that your brakes 
have failed. Cool and collec- 
ted, you remember that 
pumping the pedal may 
restore hydraulic pressure. 
Leaving the car in gear and 
applying the hand brake may 
also stop the car. Asa last 
resort a driver should look for 
something to sideswipe for 
even this is preferable to 
head-on collision. 


If the accelerator pedal 
sticks in a depressed position 
causing the car to continu- 
ously gain speed, the driver 
can react to this situation in 
several ways. Wedging the 
toe under the pedal and 
lifting the pedal up may 
counteract the situation as 
will simply turning off the 
ignition system. 

A driver’s nightmare is 
when the hood opens while 
the car is in motion, blocking 
the driver’s vision of what is 
ahead. The best defence for 
this situation is to brake 
smoothly, signa a turn and 
pull off onto shoulder. You 
can judge where you are on 
the road by looking out of the 
left window or through the 
gap under the hinge of the 
hood. 


Another nightmare situa- 
tion is driving along in the 
correct manner when a 
vehicle appears in your own 
lane coming at you on a 
direct collision course. The 
defence to this situation is to 
brake hard for every mile per 
hour of speed reduced will 
decrease the force of impact. 
Head for the shoulder on the 
right hand side of the road. 
Lean on the horn and flash 
headlights if the vehicle 
continues toward you. Turn 
to the ditch or any open 
ground free of obstruction. 
Never try to outguess the 
driver if the oncoming car by 
swerving to the left around 
him.

Canadian consumers can 
expect significantly higher 
food prices because of 
mediocre 1974 harvests cou- 
pled with the need to 
safeguard the position of 
producers, says the Bank of 
Montreal Business Review 
for November. 

The Review, entitled A 
Disappointing Harvest, notes 
that every step in the food 
chain-- from the farm to the 
supermarket--has been hit by 
inflationary pressures. 

Compounding the problem 
are natural forces ranging 
from drought to a shortage of 
fertilizer which have affected 
food supplies globally. 

Meanwhile farmers in 
Canada are apprehensive 
about increasing their output 
when this could lead to a 
lowering of prices without 
easing their costs. 

All these factors, the 
Review notes, have contri- 
buted to increases in Canad- 
ian food prices exceeding 16 
per cent this past year, and 


Food prices outlook not bright 


the ouilook for 
months is not bright. 

The Review points to 
uncertaiaty in the agricultur- 
al comrr unity. 

‘Part of the difficulty with 
agricultural production has 
always been the rapidity with 
which changing circumstan- 
ces can alter supply condi- 
tions and market prices. 

“‘Good weather next year 
and bumper crops, domestic 
and international, could qui- 
ckly defuse much of the 
inflationary pressures in the 
food area. 

‘“‘However, if policies are 
not effective in preserving 
for the farmers a fair return 
in such an environment of 
moderating prices, the long- 
er term outlook for food 
prices can only suffer.’’ 

Looking first at Canada, 
the Review says that the 
greatest disappointment for 
farmers and consumers alike 
in Canada this past year was 
the size and quality of the

oceanography 


exhibited 


Here on the plains, what 
do we know of oceans? We 
have deposits left by ancient 
seas in coal, oil and gas 
formations and fossil coral 
reefs. In the Maritimes, 
scientists study the ocean; 
marine life totally different 
from land species, ocean 
currents, and geology of the 
sea-bed. 

*‘One Hundred Years of 
Oceanography”’ is an exhibi- 
tion prepared by the Nova 
Scotia Museum, now dis- 
played at the Provincial 
Museum of Alberta. It charts 
the voyages of oceanic 
research ships and their 
findings. 

HMS Challenger 102 years 
ago took three years naviga- 
ting the globe to study 
ocean-dwelling plants and 
animals, tides and major 
currents. ‘‘Oceanography”’ 


as a science was born with 
Challenger’s discovery of 
nearly 5,000 new species of 
marine life, and the first 
sediment samples from the 
ocean floor. 

The exhibition includes 
many speéimens of animals’ 
newly discovered, including 
the giant squid, subject of 
myths for centuries. Modern 
ocean exploration is shown 
by such ships as the C.S.S. 
Hudson, which in 1970 took 
measurements of the ocean 
depths every two minutes. 

Ship models, specimens, 
instruments, photographs 
and research profiles make a 
century of oceanography 
come alive for visitors. The 
exhibition can be seen daily 
in two upstairs Feature 
Galleries at the Provincial 
Museum through January.

grain harvest. 

Wet weather cut into the 
spring wheat seeding, and an 
early September frost sever- 
ely damaged the crop. More 
recently, excessive damp- 
ness further hindered the 
harvesting and led to a 
deterioration of quality. Oat 
and barley production also 
suffered considerably from 
poor weather conditions. 

Livestock producers, 
meanwhile, are being con- 
fronted by the dilemma of 
larger cattle herds, a gradual 
easing of beef prices and 
spiralling feed bills. The 
Review shows that while 
cash receipts of beef pro- 
ducers in the year ended July 
31 rose only 10 per cent, 
costs of feed for the cattle 
leaped more than SO per cent 
for brief periods. 

“Thus despite the need to 
act against inflation, policy 


makers are confronted with 
the conundrum of stabilizing 
prices at high levels so as to 
safeguard the integrity of the 


grains in India, hit by 
flooding, drought and a fert- 
ilizer shortage, is expected to 
be from five to nine million 


tons short of the target. The 
population, meanwhile, will 
increase by 13 million this 
year. 


industry.”’ 

This cost squeeze is also 
being felt by the dairymen 
and the egg producers. In 
both sectors, higher costs 
and the pressures of the 
marketplace have caused 
production to drop. 

Worldwide, these situa- 
tions have been noted: 

*The U.S. corn crop, hit by 
severe drought, is- expected 
to shrink 16 per cent in 1974 
over the previous year, while 
the total feed grain harvest 
will be 18 per cent below the 
1973 level.

with the annual barrage of 
reminders. The number of 
fatalities in the month of 
December began to drop. By 
1972, seven months of the 
year had worse records for 
traffic fatalities, and six 
months have worse injury 
records. 

On the other hand, Dec-

The nursing station has 
rightly been described as the 
backbone of the Northern 
Health Service. They are 
highly operational - mostly 
trailer units - like the one at 
Snowdrift, a small Indian 
community on the eastern 
arm of Great Slave Lake in 
the Northwest Territories. 

Over the whole of Canada 
there are at the moment over 
200 of these stations located 
in Indian and Eskimo settle- 
ments with a population 
range of 150 to 1,000 people; 
some 41% are in remote 
areas. Grise Fiord on Elles- 
mere Island in the High 
Arctic is a good example. 

They are equipped with 
out-patient facilities, in-pat- 
ient beds for the severely ill 
and living quarters for the 
staff. Generally they are 
manned by one to three 
nurses. The average is two 
nurses to a station. 

As for the nurse herself 
she must wear many hats 
and wear them proficiently. 
The job is not for the faint 
hearted. The northern nurse 
must render emergency tr- 
eatment at all hours of the

day and night. Gunshot 
wounds, knife wounds, fing- 
ers severed by an axe, 
drownings, eye injuries, bro- 
ken limbs and facial lacera- 
tions are the injuries most 
often treated by the nurse, 
She has to be a good 
diagnostician, be versed in 
preventive medicine and be 
skilled in midwifery. Many of 
the nurses in charge of 
northern stations are British, 
Australian and New Zealan- 
ders and they adapt very well 
because most of them have a 
background in midwifery. 
Canadian nurses are now 
acquiring these qualifica- 
tions. The northern nurse 
must be able to extract teeth 
when the occasion demands, 
take x-rays and glean 
information from them, per- 
form minor laboratory proce- 
dures and, most important, 
she must possess skills and 
aptitudes in counselling in- 
dividuals with emotional 
problems. She will have to 
deal with day to day 
situations not found in any 
job description and that will 
demand great tact and 
forebearance. A good sense

New insulin 
concentration 


introduced 


The Canadian Diabetic 
Association warns that the 
new 100-unit insulin, which 
will soon replace other con- 
centrations on the market, 
carries the possible danger of 
overdose. 

Bob Teskey, a vice pre- 
sident of the Alberta division 
said the 100-unit insulin 
must be injected with a 
corresponding 100-unit syr- 
inge. An overdose could 
result if a diabetic switched 
to the new concentration but 
continued using a 40 or 80 
unit syringe because the new 


concentration is higher than 
the strengths it is replacing. 

Mr. Teskey added that the 
switch is relatively simple if 
the appropriate syringe is 
used with the new concen- 
tration of insulin. 

The 100-unit insulin is 
being introduced throughout 
Canada and the U.S. as a 
standard concentration to 
replace the old 40 and 80 unit 
measures. The 80 unit 
insulin will be entirely 
phased out by the end of the 
year.

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Morinville to establish recreation board 


By Marilyn Pelletier 

The Town of Morinville 
held a special meeting at the 
Recreation Centre last Wed- 
nesday evening to establish a 
recreation board. The meet- 
ing was attended by about 50 
people and Town Council 
was well represented, as well 
as people from most groups, 
organizations, clubs and 
societies in Morinville and 
district. 

The meeting was chaired 
by Guy St. Germain, coun- 
cilman, Harvey Atkinson 
who is in charge of recrea- 
tion, gave an explanation on 
the purpose of the meeting. 

At the present time there 


are approximately 31 organ- 
izations in Morinville. It was 
decided that each of these 
organizations will call a 
meeting of their own, and 
appoint one of their members 
to represent them for. better 
communications between the 
organizations and the re- 
creation board. Of the 31 
people, seven will be elected 
to the Morinville Recreation 
Board, of which one will be a 
member of town council. All 
clubs and organizations are 
reminded to hold their 
meetings as soon as possible 
and have their representative 
ready by Jan. 16, 1975. 

The Recreation Board will 


therefore call a meeting 
shortly after this date to elect 
officers for the coming term. 


TERMS OF OFFICE 
AND REGULATIONS 


(a) All members shall be 
appointed for a three (3) year 
term of office.

Ground 
beef (hamburg) generally 
contains the highest level of 
fat and ground round, the 


least fat. 

The Beef Information 
Centre definitely feels that 
Government action is nec- 
essary in this area. We are 
advising a change in ground 
beef nomenclature to a 
system which states the fat 
content on the label. e.g. 
Ground beef (30% fat), 
ground beef (20% fat), and 
ground beef (15% fat).

With the ground beef 
nomenclature as it exists 
now, it is difficult to 
determine the best buy, 
since we do not know the 
exact fat content of the 
different types. We would, 
however, suggest that you 
buy ground beef according to 
how you intend to use it. For 
instance, ground beef is 
probably best for hambur- 
gers since the lean and fat 
are loosely combined to allow 
the patties to be juicy and not 
too firm in texture. Ground 
chuck or ground round are 
better for making meat loaf, 
or casseroles since they tend 
to hold their shape more 
firmly, and do not drain too 
great a quantity of fat. Being 


aware of the nature of the 
different types of ground 
beef will enable the consum- 
er to buy wisely according to 
her specific needs.

A word about bacteria 


We welcome the decision 
of the government to provide 
30 full time meat inspectors. 
Hopefully this will ensure the 
cleanliness of retail meat 
operations. While total bac- 
teria counts in a sample of 
ground beef may indicate 
general handling conditions, 
the consumer need not be 
OVERLY concerned. All fre- 
sh meat contains some 
bacteria but most bacteria 
found in hamburg, are not 
harmful, and many are 
beneficial. 

It is also necessary that the 
consumer store and cook 
ground beef properly.

freezer burn, the meat 
should be rewrapped tightly 
in proper freezer paper 
before freezing. Frozen 
hamburg can be maintained 
in the freezer for three 
months, after which time, 
because of the way it is 
processed, it may begin to 
deteriorate. It is best to thaw 
ground beef at refrigerated 
temperatures and to cook as 
soon as the beef has thawed. 
Defrosted meat should never 
remain at room temperature 
after thawing. Never re- 
freeze thawed meat. If it is 
necessary to refreeze, the 
meat should be thoroughly 
cooked before refreezing to 
eliminate any problems re- 
sulting from bacterial growth 
during the thawing period. It 
will take approximately 12 
hours to thaw 1 Ib. of ground 
beef in the refrigerator or 2-3 
hours at room temperature.

Special guests for the sod 
turning Minister for Agricul- 
ture Dr. Hugh Horner and 
St. Albert MLA Ernie Jami- 
son were unable to attend the 
sod turning as they were 
side-tracked by other busin- 
ess of the day. But they sent 
their regrets for not being 
able to attend. Another 
official who was down to 
attend the sod ey was 
Peter Elzinga, for 


Pembina. At the informal 
reception held in the Legal 
Community Hall after the 
sod turning ceremonies Mr. 
Elzinga explained that he 
had been delayed on his 
flight,,from Ottawa and -that 
he had just made it to the 
reception after a head-long 
dash from the Edmonton 
International Airport. 

At the sod turning Mr. Van 
De Walle, in below freezing 
temperatures said that it was 
a great day for the people of 
Legal and particularly since 
‘“‘many had said that we 
couldn’t do it.’’

Legal Community Hall, Mr. 
Jump told the Gazette how 
the plant will work. 

‘*We sell the equipment 
for the $1% million plant and 
we'll work with Lucien 
Provost. The alfalfa will be 
brought to the plant and 
dehydrated through the air 
system and then processed to 
meal through the grinding 
system,’’ he said. He also 
explained that the meal 
would then be held in a bin 
with an 18 ton holding 
capacity. The moisture would 
then be extracted from the 
mea! which would then be 
formed into pellets one 
quarter by, five eights of an 
inch long.

alfalfa per year to supply the 
ever increasing local, dom- 
estic and foreign markets.”’ 

The plant will be as 
completely automated as 
existing technology permits. 
The field equipment will be 
able to harvest some 10,000 
acres of alfalfa within a 20 
mile radius of the plant. 
When operating at capacity, 
the plant will create some 30 
new permanent and seasonal 
jobs with a projected annual 
payroll in excess of $200,000. 

Mr. Walter Van De Walle, 
chairman of the Board of 
Directors of the company, 
observed that this plant will 
be the largest primary 
agricultural processing in- 
dustry ever brought in to the 
MD of Sturgeon. ‘‘This is an 
ideal location,’’ said Mr. Van 
De Walle. ‘‘Not only have 
our studies shown this area 
to be excellent for alfalfa 
growth, but the plant will be 
in the heart of the large 
Edmonton dairy shed and 
hog raising area. Also, with 
immediate rail and highway 
access, we will be able to 
ship to ever growing interna- 
tional markets.” 

Department of Agriculture 
studies have shown the 
benefit that can be achieved 
through alfalfa rotation. Now 
with the large scale field 


operations that the company 
is establishing, the farmer 
will have the added benefit 
that his alfalfa harvesting 
operation will be handled 
totally by plant equipment 
and personnel. Already, this 
fall, 300 tons of alfalfa were 
cut and stacked ready to be 
processed as soon as the 
plant goes on stream in the 
spring. 

‘We will be concentrating 
on alfalfa products to begin 
with,’’ said Mr. Provost, 
‘but, government figures 
are very encouraging as far 
as the processing of other 
forage crops such as faba 
beans, red clover and timo- 
thy. We are therefore, 
building a plant which will be 
able to handle these crops as 
soon as a good market for 
these products is establish- 
ed,”” 

Alfalfa pellets are in 
growing demand in poultry, 
hog and livestock operations. 
Their concentration and ease 
of handling greatly increases 
feeding efficiency. 

The plant expects to 
receive the bulk of its alfalfa 
from farmers who contract 
their crop to the company. 
However, it will also be 
leasing land on its own for 
further production.

Chief a- 
mong these were: they 
wanted a smoke room and a 
relaxation of the rules 
regarding dress. 

Mr. St. Onge pointed out 
that: nothing official was 
‘decided ‘at the meeting with 
the students as they sat in 
the school hallway discussing 
their grievances. ‘‘I don’t 
know why it happened, it just 
happened,’ he added. 

He also said that he could 
not give a definite statement 

about the matter, but would 
scertainly do.so after the 


school board had discussed 
the strike and the students’ 
demands. 

Principal of the Legal 
School Dixon Keane, who 
has taught in the community 
for nine years and has also 
been principal of the school 
for 11 years was also 
‘surprised by the strike which 
had not been organized by 
the Students’ Union at the 
school. 

He said he felt that some 
students who had taken part 
in the strike had ‘‘no idea of 
what they were getting into; 
no one knéw who the leaders 


were.”’ 

He emphasized that as far 
as he was concerned the 
whole thing was an internal 
affair and such happenings 
had gone on in other schools. 

He pointed out that he had 
been willing to talk to the 
students, but when he got 
there (to the hallway), some 
of the students demanded 
that all the school staff 
should be there. As it 
happened the teachers re- 
mained in their classtooms 
during the strike in accord- 
ance-with the terms of their 
duties.

BUDGET HIGHLIGHTS 

Finance Minister John 
Turner delivered his budget 
speech in the House of 
Commons on Monday, Nov- 
ember 18. In part the budget 
reflects the one introduced 
on May 6 of this year but 
since circumstances have 
altered. Mr. Turner propos- 
ed certain new measures to 
deal with continued inflation 
and the deteriorating world 
economy. The highlights of 
the budget are as follows: 


PERSONAL 
TAX CUTS 


*the 5% cut on the federal 
share of income taxes that 
was first brought in by the 
1973 budget was reintro- 
duced. The minimum cut is 
increased to $150 from $100 
(maximum $500). A. further 
major cut was proposed for 
1975; the basic reduction will 
be increased to. 8% from 5%, 
the minimum cut will be 
increased to $200, the 


maximum to $750. (A marr- 
ied wage earner with two 
children under 16 will pay no 
federal tax in 1975 unless his 
income exceeds $5,871.) 

HOUSING MEASURES 

.the federal sales tax on 
building and construction 
materials is reduced to 5% 
from existing levels of 11% 
and 12%. This applies to 
materials going into comm- 
ercial construction as well as 
residential buildings. 

*investors will be able to 
write off capital cost allow- 
ances (depreciation) on ap- 
artment buildings (started 
between November 18, 1974 
and December 31, 1975) 
against other income. 

*a Registered Home Ow- 
nership Savings Plan will be 
introduced to permit deduc- 
tible contributions of $1000 a 
year to a lifetime maximum 
of $10,000. The $1000 is free 
of tax if applied toward the 
purchase of a house and to 
furnishings such as essential 
major appliances and furni- 
ture.

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RESOURCE TAXATION 
PROPOSALS 

*royalties paid by resource 
companies will no longer be 
tax deductible. 

*,a 30% federal rate of tax 
will be imposed on oil and 
gas production profits for the 
year 1974. This federal rate 
of tax will be reduced to 28% 
in 1975 and 25% in 1976 and 
subsequent years. 

*the rate of write-off for 
expenditures for develop- 
ment is reduced from 100% 
to 30%. A 100% write-off for 
exploration expenditures re- 
mains. 


MEASURES TO SUSTAIN 
CAPITAL INVESTMENT 
*federal sales tax of 12% 
on transportation equipment 
is lifted (categories include 
trucks, trailers, railway loco- 
motives and ralway cars, all 
commercial aircraft, etc.) 

*measure allowing write- 
off for new machinery and 
equipment for manufactur- 
ing and processing is to be 
continued (It was to expire at 
the end of 1974.) 


SAVINGS PROTECTION 

*the first $100 of interest 
income will.be tax-exempt 
for 1974. This will be 
explanded in 1975 to include 
Canadian dividend income. 

*effective January 1, 1975 
the first $1000 of private 
pension income (other than 
universal pensions paid by 
the government) will be 
exempt from tax. : 

*recipients of cash bonus- 
es on Canada Savings Bonds 
will be able to treat the 
bonuses as interest or as 
capital gains. 

*the existing age exempt- 
ion to people 65 years or 
older will be transferable 
between spouses in the event 
that one spouse is unable to 
take advantage of it. This 
measure will come into effect 
in January 1975S. (The exem- 
ption for each person will be 
$1,174.) 


EQUALIZATION 
SYSTEM ADJUSTMENT . 
*changes are proposed in 


the formula for making 
equalization payments to the 
provinces. This measure was 
introduced to combat the 
drain on the Federal Govern- 
ment purse brought about by 
the sudden surge of money to 
the oil and gas producing 
provinces as a result of the 
rapid escalation in oil and 
natural gas prices. It is 
proposed that the money 
from oil should count only as 
one-third its value for the 
purpose of deciding how 
much the provinces will 
receive through equalization 
payments. (This proposal 
will be discussed at a federal 
provincial meeting of Finan- 
ce Ministers next month.) 


OTHER MEASURES 

*10% surtax on corporate 
profits earned from May 1, 
1974 to April 30, 1975. 

*special excise taxes on 
high energy consuming ve- 
hicles. 

*elimination of sales tax on 
bicycles. 

*general increases in ex- 
cise levies on liquor (24¢ on 
25 ounce bottle), wines (6.5¢ 
on 25 ounce bottle) and 
tobacco products (2¢ per 
pack of 20 cigarettes, 3% of 
selling price of cigars), 
effective immediately. 

*taxpayer allowed to con- 
tribute to a spouse’s Regis- 
tered Savings Plan as well as 
his/her own up to contribu- 
tion limit. 

I have detailed above some 
of the major points intro- 
duced in the budget. There 
are, of coure, others, but it is 
not possiblé for me _ to 
elaborate further at this 
time.

Mr. Keane said, answer- 
ing a question that the strike 
had been caused by the 
dismissal of a Grade 12 
student, that in the 11 years 
he had been principal a 
student had never been 
expelled. They may have 
been suspended, he pointed 
out, but they had always 
been re-admitted. 

He said that in this recent 
case of the student ‘‘dismis- 
sal,’’ the student had left the 
school of his own accord and 
had come back within the 
hour. 

**Strikes are the order of 
the day,’’ said Mr. Keane, 
‘‘and you'll get beefs no 
matter how things are."’ 

Regarding a move to 
establishing a PTA in Legal, 
Mr. Keane stated that he 
was neutral in this matter 
adding that the formation of 
a PTA could be a good thing 
for the community. He added 
that they had died in the past 
because they did not follow 
the prescribed guidelines. 
He pointed out that it was not 
the function of the school 
board to set up the PTA, as 
these were strictly volunteer 
organizations. He said that 
the main task of the school 
board was to operate the 
financial side of the school. 

However there has been a 
definite move among parents 
in Legal to get a PTA off the 
ground to improve commun- 
ication lines. Mr. Keane 
pointed out however that the 
phone was always open at 
the school and he had never 
turned down a parent who 
wanted to see a teacher. In 


fact, only last Friday, the 
school was shut down for a 
day of regular interviews 
between parents and teach- 
ers. i 

Some parents do feel there 
are problems at the Legal 
school which must be sorted 
out and they felt that to get a 
PTA established would be 
one way to attack the trouble. 

Legal resident Shirley 
Munro said this week that 50 
parents of school children in 
Legal had lent their signa- 
tures to a request for a PTA 
and had presented it to the 
regular meeting of the Legal 
School Board November 20. 
At that meeting Mrs. Munro 
said she felt there had been 
little notice taken of the 
request. The last PTA to be 
formed in Legal was started 
17 years ago, said Mrs. 
Munro, but it had apparently 
broken down. 

Mrs. Munro said that they 
had kept their letter to the 
school board very low key 
pointing out that ‘‘we did not 
wish to tear down the 
system.”’ 

‘‘We want to enhance 
communication with the stu- 
dents and teachers,’’ she 
continued. ‘‘We’d like the 
students to have better 
dress, but we also want them 
to have humane treatment.”’ 

She said the students 
should be prepared to give 
up smoking and jeans, but 
not their human rights. 

Another parent, Marie 
Oligny, told the Gazette this 
week that her boy had 
willingly gone to boarding 
school in Victoria, B.C., even 
though he was a ‘‘home boy”’ 
at heart, because of pro- 
blems at the Legal school. 
She said he was now doing 
very well in Victoria. 

A decision on the students’ 
demands is expected from_ 
the Legal School Division 
later this week.
